OISCA HAS MAINTAINED TIES WITH UN ORGANIZATIONS AND 
PARTICIPATED IN MANY INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCES. 

3. MRS. NAKANO AND OTHER OISCA OFFICERS HAVE BEEN 
ACQUAINTED WITH A FAIRLY WIDE RANGE OF SENIOR 
AMERICANS AND WOULD LIKE TO MEET THEM DURKNG HER 
PLANNED VISIT; VICE PRESIDENT ROCKEFELLER, WHOM SHE
